ORIGIN OF 4-H CLUB SUNDAY 


4-H Club Sunday, or Rural Life Sunday, is observed by church organ- 
izations throughout the Nation to emphasize the meaning of Chris- 
tienity in rurel life. It occurs the fifth Sunday after Haster 
and is closely linked with Rogeation Days, celebrated for centur- 
ies in the Christian Church during the 3 days preceding Ascension 
Day. Originally, they had several emphases, but gradually that 
of prayer for God's blessing upon the fruits of the earth predom- 
inated, Rogation Days were first observed by St. Mamertus, 
Bishop of Vienne, in Gaul, sometime prior to A.D. 475. In 4.D. 
511 they were ordered observed throughout France; and in A.D. 747 
were established in England by church action, Alfred the Great 
held them in deep reverence and included them among the most im- 
portant of holy days. They were established in Rome by Leo II? 
about the end of the eighth century. 


The idea is of far more ancient origin, however. In the earliest. 
days of Egypt, the ceremony of blessing the land and the seed at 
the time of planting was widely observed. Herdly an ancient 
people but Bruen the f-vor of the gods at that time. 


‘Then therefore, 44 reapers assemble to worshiv God on 4-H Club 
Sunday, they join a long succession which comes out of the dim 
past of history. They join with those of many generations in 
seeking the blessing of God upon the land, the seed, the cultiva- 
tion of the earth, and the enrichment of home and community lifes, 


It should be noted also that 4-H Club Sunday is an outgrowth of 
Rural Life Sunday, which was first observed in 1929 at the sugges- 
tion of the International Association of Seri culiaral Missions, 
and soon adopted by the Home Missions Council of North America 

by the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America, ae 
by numerous other religious bodies,
